Neurolo- 
gists explain that the case demon- 
strates the absolute dependence of 
human beings on the fore or senti- 
ent brain, and shows that a human 
cannot carry on the ordinary pro- 
cesses necessary for his preserva- 
tion without it The fish or frog 
without the forebrain has greater ca 
pability than had the child in ques- 
tion, This child revealed no trace 
whatever of this vital brain section, 
so its nervous system was absolutely 
similar to that of a fish, though the 
latter is capable of performing all 
the vital functions necessary for nu 
trition and self-defense. 

The case of the child is especially 
noteworthy because of the long du- 
ration of its life. In other cases the 
brainless life lasted only for a few 
days, and the movements of the 
child did not differ in any respects } 
from those of a normal child.
